Two minor officials of the 
Administration, Alger Hiss of 
the State Department and 
Judith Copion, of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, have been 
convicted during the last year 
of spying for Russia, and the 
American public is:now ready 
to believe that the whole Gov- 
ernment bureaucracy is per- 
meated with. “Reds.” The 
enemies of the Truman Gov- 
ernment, notably Republican 
Senator Joe McCarthy, have 
used the situation to build up 
a nation-wide distrust of the 
State Department which seri- 
ously Dampers its freedom to 
manoeuvre in international 
diplomacy.
